2 Export of Non-basmati Rice is allowed 
within a limited ceiling as per the procedure given 
in Par as 4 to 6 of Section V of Imjxirt and Export 
Policy 1988-91 (Vol II) However, it has been de¬ 
cided to devise the following special procedute in 
terms of Para 12(3) of Section I m respect of Non- 
basmati Rice — 

(1) The entire ceiling of Non-basmati Rice 
will lie placed at the disposal of Agricultu¬ 
ral and Processed Food Expoit Develop¬ 
ment Authority (APEDA), New Delhi 

(2) APLDA will issue a ceiling slip to the ex¬ 
porters on the basis of registration of con- 
Uacts with APEDA backed by 100% Letter 
of Ci edit or Advance payment leteivcd m 
full subpect to production of Bank Ceiti- 
hcate from the Nationalised]Scheduled Bank 
in India covering 100% FOB value against 
specific order or against revolving Lettei of 
Credit. The exporters then shall approach 
the concerned Port Licensing Authority and 
submit Ceihng Slip issued by APFDA On 
presentation of ceiling slip, the port licens¬ 
ing authonty shall issue export licence ex¬ 
peditiously and m any case not beyond 48 
hours after presentation of the ceiling slip 
Export licence will have a validity period 
of 6 months from the date of issue or upto 
31st March, 1990 whithevei is earlier. 

(3) On the basis of the export licence export 
will be allowed by the Customs Authorities 

(\) No regisuation of contracts will be made 
by APED A after 31st March, 1990 

(а) APED A would stop issuing ceiling slips as 
and when the ceiling is exhausted APEDA 
will not issue any ceiling slip after Hist 
March, 1990, even if the quantity of ceiling 
is left unutilised, 

(б) As soon as the ceiling is leached, the fact 
may be leported to the Ministry of Com- 
meice (EP Agn II) immediately by \PEDA 

(7) Monthly statement indicating the details of 
shipments allowed, name of the exporters, 
quantity, FOB value and destinations mav 
be furnished direct to the MmisUy of Com¬ 
merce (Agn II) with a copy to the Director 
of Statistics, Slrri Ram Murti, Director of 
this office
